NO EVIDENCE TO CONVICT 
IN 


THE OGDEN CASE. 


Tlie Men In a Quarrel With Harry Ogtien 


Would B« Arrc»t»a It They Were In 
Slifht—No Money or Time "Will Be Spent 
Hunting Them—Not Likely That Tlity 
Coald Be Convicted—Tlie Inquest. 
IMs almost certain that no effort will he 


made to catch the man who killed Harry 
Ogden. If he was here In the city, he 
would be arrested and held for trial. As 
he Is not. and as it Is not known how much 
trouble or expense it would be to get him, 
nothing will be done. The reason for 
that 
is 
that 
an acquittal would be 


almost certain to follow 
the 
arrest. 


This was made evident by the evidence be- 
fore the coroner's jury yesterday. Marshal 
Mason and State's Attorney Mills came to 
that conclusion before the inquest. If the 
man were arrested in another state State's 
Attorney Mills would have to certify that 
he believed he had evidence enoueb to con- 
vict before he could get the prisoner on a 
requ'sition. He cannot so certify, and so 
the prisoner could not be brought here for 
trial, even if he were under arrest. 


Such being the status of the case, it is 


not likely that any one will spnnd time and 
money just to have a trial that is almost 
certain to declare the prisoner not guilty. 
The police are not doing anything more in the 
case. 
Thiscoursewillmeettheapprovnl of 


the community. The facts go to show that 
Ogden was the aggressor. He provoked 
the quarrel. He had a knife in his hand. 
He had been around the evening before the 
flgut, looking for trouble. However peace- 
able and good uatured he might be when 
sober, it would be no trouble to prove that 
he was a bad man when drunk. 


THK INQUEST 


o£ the coroner's jury was held yesterday 
afternoon beginning at 1 »'clodc. The evi- 
dence was all taken by 5. It was practi- 
cally the same as the story told in these 
columns yesterday morning. The testi- 
mony of all the witnesses agreed substan- 
tially, and most of it is reproduced below. 
The first witness was 


\VII,I.IAJ1 DUNHAM. 


1 knew the deceased; have known him 


lor 13 or II! years; his name was Harry 
Galen; saw him yesterday. He and 1 rode 
around in a buggy yesterday evening; got 
the bungy at CaldwelPs barn. After we 
rode awhile, we put the buggy up and 
walked with a couple of girls. Left the 
girls and went to Melborn's saloon a little 
before !l o'clock in the evening. I played 
cards in the card room for about half 
hour. Ogden looked on for awhile and 
then sat down and appeared to be asleep. 
He got up and threatened to strike Harry 
ilathanay and 1 told him not to do it. 


When I came in at the back door of tlie 


saloon Skw a middle sued man strike at 
Ogden, 1 started on in a h\iny. When 1 
not thiTf Harry was staggering; I saw no 
weapon till after thft police got there.
